WASHINGTON GOSSIP,

The Militlaand Regular Forecesin Wash-
ington—The Fresident's Intemtion of
increasing the Garrlson—General Sher-
man to Take Command,

WasiaingroN, Nov, 7 —There scems to be
Eome misapprebonsions as o the law In refer-
ence to the colored miiitary organizations in
this cliy. and througnout the South, The fact
Is they are all without warrant of law. A very
ald act of Congrosy, passed late in the last cen-
tury, provides that ail mllllarg voluntesr orgns-
nizations in the District of Colnmbin sball be
upnder the control of the President, who Is
authorized 10 commission the officers, and
who ls, In fact, elothed with theé same wer
a8 Governors of Bintes have over local mil-
tla foroes., It appeoars that the volanteer
organizations, white and b in thiscity have
been onud contrary to this law. Their
ofMeers have not been commnlssioned by tue
President, and they are responsible to no one,
They bhave chosen their own officers, hold drills

at stated periods, and make public parndes,
often keeping up their displays until long after
midnight, he President regards theso volun-

Leer companies ns dangerous 1o thelr charaoter
unless they are mado responsible in some way
lo the Guvernment, and thersfore thinks that
Lhey ought to be suppreased. His order is di-
recled ogalnet both wﬁlm nnd blacks, without
distinction. He bas also ordered an lnerease (o
the regular foroes fnrrimnlng the various
ints in the Distriol of Columbla and the
Jepartment of Washlogton, Tois de
a8 nt present organized, embraces Maryland,
Delawsare, the Distriot of Columbla, and three
countles in Virginia, I§ 1s under the command
of General Emory. Inanswer tothe Inguiries
from the President, It seemns that in this exten-
slve department General Emory states that he
has only nineteen hundred men under his
ocommand, but thirteen hundred and ninety-
three of whom are effective. This small foroe
Is regarded as inndequale even for the pro-
tection of the ?nbllo propnﬂ.{‘ about Washiog-
ton. The President will see that a muoh larger
foreco is gnthered about here, so thatl in case of
any iroubles, either growing out of Congres-
slonal usurpations or negro disaflectlon, prompt
aud eflective remedies may be npﬂled. Presl-
dent Johnson I8 by no means certain Lthal the
radicels will be frightened from thelr révolu-
tionary schemes by the resalt of the recent
elections, He thinks they may even still
attempt Lo carry thelr programme of depositon
and impeachment, and belleves it best to be
prepared for the worst, He looks upon extreme
radleals as uneasy spirits, that will not reast and
cappol redt untll they are utterly annihilated.
Bhould they persist In attempting to earry out
thelir lmpenchment plot, they wil Pmbub v fall
into & trap they little dream of. It seews to be
pretty well ascertained that General Sherman
will assume command of the Department of
Washington on his return to this eclty, which
will take placejon the 17th instant.—&, ¥,

This was a bill
of equily, bg which proceedings the petitioners
egought (o oblain an injunction [restraining the
respondents from operatiog their road ou the
“firet d.i of the week, commonly ecalled Bon-
day.” The petition was heard nis prius before
Strong, J., and the injonction granted, but the
cnse was oertionr belfore a full bench., In
the opinion this morning, however, Judge
Thompeon held that the petitioners had no
equitable rights in the case, and directed
that the imjunction granted should be set aside
and the bill dismissed, at the cost of appellees,
The court, in arriving at this declsion, held that
the proper mode ol proceeding was under the
statute luw of the State, snd that If the pro-
vislons of the luw were not sofficient to deter
desecrations of the day, 1t should be smended
by the isiature,

The Judge sald:—This declsion s not in-
tended to infringe on what Lthe court hus more
than once held, nmelg. the force of the act of
1704, and that all worldly business not excepted
in it is llable to its penalties, We mean to hold
nothing clse now. For a century and three-
quarters the colony and State of Pennsylvania
has been content 1o preserve the Sabbath day
from distarbanee by worldly employments and
us a day of rest—a day that might be employed
in devolional exevcises and worship, public or
private—by statutory penaities onlltl. We hold
no new doctrines, therefore, in this decision,
but adhere to the old, uninterrupted practice in
regard to 1t, by leaving the complainants to the
provigions of 1the statute to astain the eads fn
view, it it be, as I suppose it is, Lo preserye the
day trom mere worldly employment, if it bein-
ﬁlnfod upon by defendants, Were we fo ex-
tend equity jurisdiction to such casca as this,
for the rearons andon the grounds shown, we
sbould soom probably be engaged in hearin
cases against all the great leading rulroads
in the 8 ate coming into Philadelphia,
hesldes in every other case of threatened or
alleged ipfinction of the Sunday laws, and
soon possess ourselvee of a jurlsdiction beneath
the welght of which no court could stand, It
the penalties in the law be not deemed sufficlent,
in any given case, Lo preserve order and the
“peace of the Sabbath,” the Legislature must
amend the tawe. We cannot augply their
detecte. For all these reasouns, and others which
might be given, we think the injunctioh granted
below should be set aside and bill dismissed,”

Decree accordingly reversed and bl dismissed
at the cost of the appellees, Chiel Justice
Woodward snd Justice Read aleo filed concuor-

rixg opinions in the above case, Justices Strong |

and Agunew dissenting.

The concurring opinion of Chief Jushice
Woodward was delivered in the case of Kealon
ve, the Unlon Paseenger Rallway Company, of
Philadelphia, in which ap injunciion had also
been grapted, In this cage the petitioner ssked
for an fujunction on thie grounds that he was &
stockbolder, and that the operating of the road
was imperilling the charter of the Compuny and
endangering hie stock, The Chiel Justice, in
concurring with the opinion of Judge Fhompson,
said that it was apparent that the bill had
been fled simply for the purpose of aldiug
the plaintife In the othér cuse; that ¢ise
was a shadow ol the subsiance, It was
apparent that Keanton. had purchased
the five shures of stock in the company solely
lor the Pur of aiding Sparhawk aud his lel-
fow pluintifls, and with the fall knowledge of
the exislence of the evils of which he complatne,
He conld not, therefore, be reearded as a
bona fide stockholder, and M an injunc-
tion was refused in the formerocnse it should
be in thie., In regard to the polnts in the
bill of complainant, the Chiel Justice said:—

I am fully persuaded and do hold:—First,
That runming cars i worldl em[ploymant-. in
violation of the agt of the 23d of Apri), 1704,
(Purdon, 24.)

Becond. That It is not authorized by the
chaxter of the corporation defendant, aund s
ultra vires.

Third. Thet the Compauy had no authority
by their charter o hold or execule a mml
contract.

But, fourthly, whether these [llegal aots oon-
stitute such abuse or misuse of the company's
charter as {0 imperil its axlstence, I8 a question
that cun only be tried at the sult of the Com-
monwealth, whoi= not complaining, and there-
fore I conclude is in no present dauger,

The decree is therefore roversed, and the bill
dismissed. Judge Birong disseuts,
